Barker was
at once brought into the court room
and the verdiet read to him. During
the trial he displayed considerable
nerve, laughing and smiling as if he
was not on trial for his life. Tonigh
when he was brought into the coun
room he was confronted by a largé
of his neighbors and he ap
peared more crestfallen and nervous
He walked steadily, however, anc
tried not to appear moved, even afte
he had heard the verdiet read.
Later—Frank Barker, who was found
ginilty by the jury and sentenced fc
tdeath for the murder of his brothei
and wife on the night of January 3
was brought into court and received
his sentence. Judge Adams in wel
chosen words reviewed the case and
in cloging set the 4ay of exeentior
for September 2. The prisoner gave
no visible signs  of tremor when he
rose to receive the sentence, althongl

it was plainly evident that he was
laboring under a terrible strain.
After his removal to the jail he

confessed his erime to Court Reporter
Furse. He told him that he shot Dan
larker twice when he
him in that fatal night. Alice Barke:
rolled to the floor. Frank tore the
covering from her and shot het
throngh the head. He claims to have
done the work in twenty minutes.

Some amusing “correspondence be-
tween the lord chancellor of Ireland
and Thomas McDonagh Mahony, J. P,
since September 3, 1903, has been is-
sued as a British parliamentary paper.
Mr, Mahony insisted upon signing his
name to warrants and other doceu-
ments “in characters which arve alleg-
ed to be those of the Trish language,”
and persists in the practice, although
he has been authorttatively informed
that it is illegal. The justice of Can-
erciveen insists that his signature is
his usual one and disputes the lord
chancellor's law anda there the matter
rests, except that he is enjoined from
sitting on the magisterial bench until
he gives assurance that he will “sign
magisterial documents in English.”

Stanley’s Visit to America.

Stanley revisited America several
times in the course of his eventful life.
He came over shortly after the liiv-
ingstone expedition had been com-
pleted; again for a lecture tour after
he had founded the Congo Free State
through the support of the Brussels
International association of
which Leapold, king of the Belgians,
was and is the head. This trip was
cut short by the summons to relieve
Emin Pasha (Dr. Eduard Schnitzer),
He responded immediately. The last
time he visited this country was in
1895, when he was seen in Boston and
New York for a short time, and then
traveled through Canada,
